BARCELONA, Spain, Oct. 11.— 
The German dirigible Graf Zep- 
pelin, on the way to the United 
States, passed over this city at 
6:50 p. m. 

The Zeppelin, coming from a 
northeast direction, was flying low, 
The evening was clear and the il- 
luminated cabin of the airship was 
distinctly visible. Thousands of 
persons in the streets were able 
to watch the passage. 

The huge ship was flying at a 
speed of about 70 miles an hour. 
It disappeared in a southwesteriy 
direction, apparently following the 
Spanish coastline. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, Oct. 11.—The Graf Zep- 
pelin quit the territory of France 
and headed out over:the Mediter- 
ranean at 3:30 p. m. today (9:39 
a. m. St.. Louis time). The sea- 
coast wireless station at Saintes 
Maries Delamar sent a radio fare- 


well to the big dirigible. The aire 
ship probably will be signalled next 
over Barcelona or the Balearic Is- 
lands, 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, according to 
messages Which reached Paris from 
points along the route, followed the 
valley of the River Rhone to .the 
Mediterranean coast. He kept to 
closely to the winding river that it 
was thought that low visibility pre- 
vented him from sighting other 
landmarks and thus reducing his 
mileage. 

The commander's wisdom in se- 
lecting the southern route was em- 
phasized by weather reports from 
the Atlantic Coast of France. 
Storms were raging at  L/’Orient 
and other points on the shores of 
Brittany and La Vendee, compe!- 
ling all fishing boats to run tor 
Shelter. More than 50 of these 
vessels took refuge in the lee of - 
Belle Isle. Conditions were much 
calmer over the Mediterranean. _

MONTELIMAR, France, Oct. 11. 
—The Graf Zeppelin, heading In a 
southwest direction, passed over 
Montelimar (about 80 -miles di- 
rectly south of Lyons), at 2:05 p. 
m., Greenwich time (8:05 a. m. St. 
Louis time). 

The dirigible was flying at a 
height of about 900 feet. The 
weather was very cloudy and the 
Visibility poor.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11. — Co- 
operation between the Washington 
Industries Education Bureau and 
the Puget Sound Light & Power 
Co., both of Seattle, in the prepa- 
ration of a monograph on “Water 
Powers and Their Relation to In- 
dustry,” which was circulated 
through the schools of Washing- 
ton and Oregon, was disclosed to- 
day in the power investigation by 
the Federal Trade Commission. 

Mrs. Clare K. Tripp, bureau di- 
rector, testified the pamphlet had 
been prepared almost entirely by 
Norwood W. Brockett, director of 
public relations for the power 
company, although it bore’ her 
name as author and was so copy- 
righted in 1927. She estimated 
that it and similar matter had 
reached about 60,000 elementary 
and high schoo] pupils in the two 
States, through means of the Bu- 
reau. 

Some other monographs put out 
by the Bureau were aléo introduced 
by Robert E, Healy, Commission 
counsel, who developed from Mrs. 
Tripp that three payments of $50 
for editing them had been made 
by the Bureau to Josephine Cor- 
liss Preston, while she was State 
Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion in Washington. 

Power Firms Gave $4792. 

Farlier testimony by William R- 
Putnam, treasurer of the Maho 
Committee on the Relation of 
Electricity to Agriculture, general 
manager of the Idaho Power Co, 
at Boise, had shown the payment 
of $4792 by his company to the 
committee for carrying on its sur- 
vey work. 

Putnam said that $1000 of this 
amount had been reimbursed to the 
company by the Northwest Elec- 
tric Light and Power Association. 
and did not indicate that an, ma- 
jor funds had been derived by the 
committee from any other source. 
The committee was organized un- 
der the auspices of the Agricultu- 
ral College of the university, Put- 
nam testified.

ABOARD GOV. SMITH’S TRAIN

win A. Alderman, president of the 
University of Virginia; J. Murray 
Hooker, former Congressman and 
present Democratic State chair- 
man, and 20 other Smith support- 
ers and Virginia newspaper men.

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MILLIONAIRE GOP

GOT RiCh ON BEER 


Prosecutor Tells Grand 
Jury of $356,000 De- 


posits in Bank of Former 
Dry Raider. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 11.— 
Sam Griffin, who, while a police- 
man, was called ‘the millionaire 
cop,”’ deposited more than $359,- 
000 in banks after he retired as a 
dry raider and became a cafe. pro- 
prietor. John Monaghan, District 
Attorney, yesterday told the grand 
jury which is investigating police 
corruption. 

Griffin has been examined in 
connection with the special grand 
jury investigation that already has 
led to the trial of three police of- 
ficers and arrest of more than 20 
others. 

“Some of this money represent- 
ed collections,” said Monaghan, 
‘and some of jt represented beer 
money—near and high-powered.” 

Asked to explain what he meant 
by “‘collections,’’ the District Attor- 
ney said “You know what ‘collec- 
tions’ means.” 

The District Attorney's state- 
ment concerning Griffin’s bank ac- 
counts came after the records of 
Griffin's financial operations In 
four different institutions had been 
under examination by the grand 
jury. 

He said that Griffin, who re- 
signed from the police department 
March 22, 1926, since May of that 
year deposited in the four institu- 
tions’ accounts, $356,594. 

Griffin was one of the first po- 
licemen assigned to the now dis- 
banded dry raiding squad, known 
as Unit No. 1, after it was formed 
by Gen. Smedley D. Butler as di- 
rector of public safety. After 
Griffin had served for a time, 
Gen. Butler learned that he was 
driving an expensive automobile. 
The General asked former Inspec- 
tor John Holton, then in command 
of the unit, who this man with 
a high-priced car was. 

“That’s one of our best men,” 
Holton answered. 

An investigation followed in 
which Griffin assured Butler that 
the personal wealth which had 
earned him the title ‘‘millionaire 
cop” had been made in fortunate 
real estate speculation before he 
became a policeman. 

The October grand jury today 
found five true bills of indictment 
against Charles Cohen, suspended 
police captain; Frank Derose, a 
patrolman who acted as Cohen's 
chauffeur, and Albert Long, sus- 
pended district detective. Thev 
were charged with bribery and ex- 
tortion on evidence uncovered by 
the August grand jury’s investiga- 
tion of police corruption and boot- 
legging.

Dr. Hugo Eckener, builder and 
commander of the airship, expect- 
ed to arrive at Lakehufst, N. J., 
about 5100 miles from Friedrichs- 
hafen, some time Sunday. 

Shortly before noon the local 
Zeppelin wireless station lost touch 
with the airship which had set 
out from Friedrichshafen at 8 a.

The airship’s flight to America 
will probably take longer than had 
been anticipated originally, Com- 
manders Lehmann and Flemming 
told the Associated Press corre- 
spondent before taking off. Their 
latest estimate was that the flight 
would be from 80 to 85 hours be- 
cause of heavy '.ead winds that 
had been forecast. This would 
bring the dirigible to Lakehurat 
between 10 a. m. and 3 p. m. Sun- 
day. 

Time Depends on Course. 

The time of the Zeppelin’s ar- 
rival in Lakehurst, N. J., depends 
on Dr. Eckener’s ability to avoid 
a depression at sea and to pick a 
route which is likely to carry him 
across with a minimum of adverse 
winds, in the opinio nof experts 
who saw the start: today. 

They estimated that the ship 
would reach the open sea about 
10 o’clock tonight. 

The route over the Bay of Biscay 
was abandoned because of stormy 
conditions making it necessary to 
go 500 miles out of the way. 

Before climbing into the ship Dr. 
Eckener said: 


“TIT expect to reach New York 
Sunday morning. The last weather 
reports, dated 2 a. m., speak of 
heavy storms. Under these circum- 
stances, of course, it is impossible 
to determine the exact route in ad- 
vance. In general, however, I can 
say we will stick to the southern 
course, flying over France and 
then heading southward to avoid a 
depression which is moving to and 
fro between Newfoundland and 
Ireland. The northern route is out 
of the question.” 

The dirigible got away with 
clocklike precision and with less 
commotion than it takes to get 4

In response to a sharp order 
from the _ pilot’s cage, the work- 
men let go and the huge silver ship 
rose to a level of between 150 and 
200 feet, .with its heavy load of 
passengers and 83,000 cubic meters 
of hydrogen, 26,000 cubic meters 
of fuel gas and a reserve of 14 
tons of benzine. The fuel load was 
sufficient for a flight of 120 hours 
and a range of 12,000 kilometers 
(about 9300 miles). 

Officers from an open doorway 
and passengers from the windows 
waved their handkerchiefs in fare- 
well.

Hayes, ex-convict, lived until last 
night he was arrested for 
beatfhg her, was called by the spe- 
cial St. Louis County grand jury 
this afternoon to tell what she 
knows of.Hayes’ activities.

Last night Deputy Sheriff Kick 
arrested Hayes and Mrs. Woods 
after receiving word they had been 
fighting. He found Mrs. Woods 
at the home of Roy Schooley ‘n 
the neighborhood, where she had 
gone for protection, ‘she _ gaid. 
Hayes was threatening her life 
with a pistol, she asserted. 
Schooley, an attorney, is under a 
penitentiary sentence for bank rob- 
bery.

For an hour, with lantern 
slides and a pointer, he traced the 
development of sound and light 
translation, starting with the sim- 
ple principal of the phonograph by 
which vibrations caused by sound 
waves are recorded on a disc and 
then translated into sound again 
by the vibration of a needle ahd a 
diaphragm. 

“Photographs” of Sound Waves. 

He showed “photographs” of 
sound waves and of the vibrations 
of the Wones of various musical in- 
struments and the human _ voice 
and turned to the elementary pho- 
tophone, devised 20 years ago, by 
which the rays of the sun were di- 
‘rected’ against a diaphragm which 
was connected with earphones.

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DIAMONDS IN DRILLS 


Carboloy Said to Have Proved 
Usefulness in 
Tests. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 11. 
—Carboloy, a substance approach- 
ing a diamond in hardness has 
been produced, it was announced 
here today before the convention 
of the American Society for Steel 
Treatment. Its usefulness is as a 
machine tool for boring and cut- 
ting. The new material has nv 
relation to jewels, but is an !n- 
dustrial product, for such uses as 
the diamonds employed in drtils 

The discovery was annonced by 
Dr. Samuel L. Hoyt. Carboloy. ‘s 
composed of tungsten carbide and 
cobalt. The carbide supplies the 
hardness of the cobalt the strength 

Natural sapphire, next below 
diamond in the scale of hardness, 
is scratched by carboloy. Held 
against an emery grinding wheel, 
carboloy cuts a deep, narrow 
groove without suffering much it- 
self. 

Dr. Hoyt said that for drilling 
holes in rock and concrete it ‘has 
been customary to use diamond 
drills or star hammers. The new 
cutting material is less expensive 
than diamonds and cuts a smooth- 
er hole than the star hammer, he 
says. 

A jump of 70 fold in magnitude 
of hardness as compared with co- 
balt-shromium, one of the _ best 


receives the light impulse, 
it on a photo-electrical cell which 
responds to every variation in light 
intensity and transforms the light 
into electrical energy. This elec- 
trical energy passes through a wire 
to an amplifier, where another 
transformation occurs and the eilec- 
trical energy becomes sound. 

Before this receiving lens, Tav- 
lor in turn held various electric 
bulbs and a match, the light of 
which issued from the amplifier in 
rather unmelodic though varving 
sounds.

100 feet across the room. The un- 
heard music, Taylor explained, was 
being converted into electric energy 
which passed to a tiny mirror sus- 


pended in a magnetic field. An 
automobile headlight focused on 
the mirror created the shaft. of 
light which varied with each 


change of tone. 


cused on the receiving mirror and 
the amplifier instantly burst into 
the stirring Sousa march. The si- 
lent. phonograph on the opposite 
side of the room was being heard 
from the amplifier. Taylor held a 
hand in the shaft of light for si- 
lence while he made his conclud- 
ing remarks and then stepped 
aside while the melody went on. 


No practical use for the photo- 
phone has been found as yet, but 
Taylor expects further early de- 
velopments. He explained that 
sound can be projected three or 
four miles by the device, even in 
daylight.

press as an integral part of it can- 
not be apart from that unity. 

“That is why the entire Italian 
press is Fascist and should itself 
feel proud to fight under the Fas- 
cist banner,” he said, “thus jour- 
nalism, more than a profession or 
a trade, becomes a mission of great 
and delicate importance. 

“The freest press in the entire 
world is the Italian,” he said, ad- 
ding that in other countries “the 
newspapers are at the beck and 
call of plutocratic groups, of par- 
ties and individuals or are reduced 
to the insignificant object of buy- 
ing and selling exciting news whicn 
produces on the public a kind of 
saturation with symptoms of de- 
bility, inanitation and imbecility.” 

In other places newspapers are 
in the hands of trusts which con- 
sider the press at the same level 
as the iron or leather industries, 
he asserted. 

“Italian journalism,” he declared, 
“is free because it serves only one 
cause and one regime, free because 
within the laws of the regime it 
can exercise all the functions of 
control, criticism and propulsion.”

Responsibility for the conduct of 
young people will be placed defi- 
nitely on the school in the near 
future, in the opinion of Dr.

School, former Warden of Sing 
Sing Prison and now with the New 
York School of Social Work, who 
spent yesterday in St. Louis with 
officers of the Missourl Welfare 
League. 

“Delinquency cannot be prevent- 
ed unless there are unified efforts 
toward that end,” Dr. Kirchwey 
said. Dr. Kirchwey expressed the 
opinion that crime decreases as 
civilization increases, 

“Local conditions may tempo- 
rarily cause an increase in grime, 
but the decline is in general cer- 
tain,” he said. 

During the last 10 years Dr. 
Kirchwey has conducted prison 
surveys, the most recent covering 
prison road camps in the South. 


He has assisted the Missouri Wel- 
fare League and similar organiza- 
tions in other states in penal prob- 
lems.

It is a program, of course, which will 
warm the cockles of the heart of every gen- 
tleman in the Power Trust. For it quite 
definitely proposes to keep the Govern- 
ment out of the power business, whatever 
less important business it may enter, and 
it quite definitely proposes to lease “that 
byproduct” to private companies for pri- 
vate exploitation. 

That Mr. Hoover, after some shadow box- 
ing tn Tennessee, should have arrived at 
this point does not astonish us. For Mr. 
Hoover has traveled with a big “power” 
crowd for years, and even in the days wheu 
he was regarded as a progressive on many 
social issues he denounced public develop- 
ment of publicly owned water power as 
sheer Socialism. What does astonish us is 
the fidelity with which an organisation 
like the BScripps-Howard newspapers be- 
ieving in public operation of water power 
resources, sticks by a candidate who kick$ 
its chief issue down the stairs.

W dreaming lead him? Whatare 

the benefits and dangers to 
be derived from those sessions of 
day-dreaming in which we all in- 
dtice? 

Psychologists say that everything 
depends upon how we go about it. 
Uur duy-dreams may be _ instru- 
mental in clearing away barriers 
and opening avenues to high 
achievements, or they may gradu- 
ally fill us with a sense of depres- 
sion and futility that might point 
toward some psychopathic wan. 

If our-:day-dreaming is the Ktnd 
that invites us to slouch in our 
chairs, dawdle through work with 
the frayed ends of absent-minded 
energy, while surrendering wistful- 
ly to visions of bright im possi bili- 
ties, one should probably consult 4 
psychiatrist. But day-dreams 
whose windows are open to bright 
heights of constructive achieve- 
ment are something quite different. 

Psychologists who have devoted 
years to this and kindred subjects 
so that they could set up sign posts 
for the crowd that struggles alone

Dr. Charles E. Benson, profes- 
sor of educational psychology at 
New York University, declared day- 
dreaming to be valuable if pointed 
in the right direction. 


MAGINATION is the root of 
the dream, and I am imclimmed 
to believe that every great in- 


vivid imagination,” he said. It, is 
imagination that gives life its 
value. Our labors may be dull and 
uninteresting, but by 
they may become part of a great 
achievement, crowned with glory 
and significance. 

“Day-dreaming projects us to the 
remotest parts of the world as wetli 
as into the future. Herbert Hoover 
and «A! Smith, one the orphan sor 
of a blacksmith, the other a poor 
lad from New York's East Side. 
both indulged in day-dreams when 
they were boys. Each dreame! 


'that he might become a great per- 


sonage and a great power. They 
used their powers of imagination 
in the line of achivement. Their 
day-dreaming was constructively 
directed. It is the direction the 
dream takes that makes it valua- 
ble. 

“Day-dreams become increasing - 
ly valuable as we amass a sufficient 
amount of experience to judge 
them by, to evaluate them so that 
we can throw out the things that 
are worthless and keep the things 
that are useful. The boy who 
works in an office or a shop or on 
a farm, and who dreams of what 
he is going to \be in the years ‘to 
come, igs having valuable mental 
experience. Years later the archi- 
tect dreams, and from a hole iu 
the ground we have the terraces 
and pinacles of our sky-scrapers. 
The artist dreams, and paint is re- 
leased from tubes to form a beav- 
tiful picture on canvas. 
could any work of art take form 
without the dream ?” 


R. BENSON made it plain that 
PD» had in mind the well direct- 
ed day-dream that is associated 
with a vivid imagination. 
“There is the other kind that is

damaging, you know,” he said. For 
there are college students whose 
minds are so occupied with unhar- 
nessed day-dreams that they have 
no energy left for study, and there 
are others who resort to any fiction 
of the imagination rather than face 
the difficulty of work. 

But science is prepared to discov- 
er the errors of those whose dreams 
lead to mental disturbances, and in 
many instances the awareness of a 
patient is a step toward a cure. 

“There are other xinds of day- 
dreaming that are damaging,” Dr. 
Benson said. ‘“‘We must not forget 
that the thief dreams as much as 
the man who goes right. He day- 
dreams about his robberies until 
they are all planned in advance. A 
murderer will dream out the details 
of how his victim shall be shot. 
Meanwhile, out of our day-dreams 
we may develop our most éenstruc- 
tive work.” 

Dr. Constance Long of London, 
commenting a few years ago on the 
bad reputation that had been given 
to day-dreaming by such psycholo- 
gists as Freud and Alfred Adler, 
said:

stitute be found in imaginative 
processes? he asks. He associates 
it with a feeling of inferiority, and 
sees little good a@nd much possible 


result of stepping otit of the realm 
of hard reality into soothing ro- 
mantic fantasies. If people 
“tensions’’ on account of 
lack in life, the thing to do 
build up the weak places. 

“It is a matter of interestgto or- 
ganized socicty,” says Dr. Bagby 
in his Psychology of Personality, 
“that every individual member 
shall accomplish the reduction of 
his tensions or win contentment 
through useful conduct. Many per- 
sons who are socially inhibited, 
and who fail to achieve distinc- 
tion in the world of affairs, resort 
to romantic fantasies. In most 
cases they are seclusive, and cure 
may often see them in postures of 
abstraction.””
